Dear Sir, 

The enclosed communication I received from General Robert Patterson of this city. It 
speaks for itself. He desires the aid of the Medal Department in preparing the proper dies and 
striking the medals from bronze furnished by the Government, for the purposes indicated in 
his letter. This labor to be done gratuitously, or at the lowest possible cost. 

I informed the General that I could not undertake to prepare the dies and strike the 
medals as desired without the consent of the proper authorities, and therefore refer the subject 
to you. The object in preparing the dies and distributing the medals is meritorious and 
patriotic; and, if you so direct, we will do it without cost, or at such rate or piece as you may 
suggest. 

The amount of labor required will not be large.
